OPERATIONS IN LITHUANIA 



1* The object of this Inquiry 1 b to present a picture of the security 
petition of current operations In Lithuania with a view to affording 
guidance to those conducting any future joint CXa/SXS operations In 
that country* It hat ben necessary net only to study the dsvs&cp* 
nents wgrwB ttag the Important H*o*B* offensive against networks in 
the field (December 1952 * January 1953) and subsequent news thereof $ 
but alto to sates a retrospective wart nation of the security of those 
networks in the hope of ducowesiug whether any of then were ooq p r omlfd . 
before the said offensive took place* This has involved a considerable 
exchange of information b e tween the two Services including truffle from 
the follomlngt 

(a) DEKBNI8 (Swedish and S.I.S. traffie) 

(b) DRAHBLXS 
(C) SERAJtJKAS 
(d) JACK 

2* Although the Inquiry is confined to purely operational questions and 
is not aimed In any may at presenting a vArdlot on the polltieal con- 
troversies dividing the different emigre organisations from which 
operational staff has been recruited, it has nevertheless been 
necessary to study the relations between thus organizations and 
to detendne to What extent they may have affected the security 
p o si t ion In the field* It has also been found necessary to study 
the traf fie from all the networks in order to consider the possibility* 
in the event of hostile control, of the said con t rover si es being exploit* 
In order to maintain and even exacerbate existing divisions among the 
emigre organisations* 

3* For the sake of clarity, the present report is divided Into chapters 
an the four networks referred to in Paragraph 1 above (with appendices 
as required), followed by conclusions and recwmasnd&tlone for say 
future joint operations*

CHAPTER 2. P8SBNB OBQUP 

1. DEKSOTS, Jonas has a long record of anti-Russian activities. During 
the war he worked against the Germans and was Imprisoned by them. 

He was liberated by the American forces in 19i*5 and managed to get 
himself repatriated to POLAND with another Lithuanian named ERUNIUS 
(as former Polish nationals, from one of the Lithuanian districts). 

After that, his record is chronologically as follows* 

September 191*5 - Crossed the frontier to LITHUANIA 

December 19 !iS • Came out illegally via POLAND ami travelled overland 

~ with one VALIULIS to WESTERN GERMANY. 

1.5.1*6 - Returned to LITHUANIA in the guise once more of a 

repatriate to POLAND. He was sponsored by S.I.S. and was accom- 
panied by a certain STANEVICIUB, now known as 8TANEIKA, who Is 
at present In SWEDEN. 

September 191*6 - Came out again illegally from LITHUANIA to POLAND 
' and then arrived in SWEDEN as a stowaway* STAN El KA had preceded 
him by the same route* 

Spring 191*7 * Left SWKBEN clandestinely in a Polish ship and landed 

in IPbLAND. There he met 5KRAJUNAS and RIM7IDAS (reported dead 
in POLAND In 191*9/50) • He returned to SWEDEN from POLAND as 
a stowaway in a Swedish ship, helped by a Lithuanian member of 
the crew who was organising such traffic* 

22.8*1*7 - Reported to have attended a meeting in SWITZERLAND 

lo meet a Minister, LOZCRAITIS, in that country, and from there 
to have returned to SWEDEN. 

March 191*8 * Left again for POLAND in the same Swedish ship and 

brought out SKRAJUNAS and AUBR0M5 , who had been waiting for 
him there* All these arrived safely in SWEDEN • 

April 19l*9 - Unsuccessful attempt to land in LITHUANIA in a 

feverish speed-boat* 

1,9 *1*9 * Safely landed in LITHUANIA with five others. He 

” has remained there ever since. 

2* DBKBNTS 1 infiltration was a Swedish operation which used S.I.S. transport 
facilities, and DEKSNTS was accompanied by UOSIS and AUDRONIS. UOSIS 
had with him two w/T sets for transmitting to the Swedish Intelligence 
Service. In August 191*9, a LITHUANIAN traitor named PESSECKAS revealed 
to the Russians in STOCKHOLM that DE&5NYS, UOSIS, and AUEBONIS were 
operating in the BALTIC States, and. identified a photograph of DEKSNTS 
which was shown to him by the Russians. 
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1* Before DEKSNtB was successfully re-inflltrated into Lithuania, he had 
had serious quarrels with both AUDRONIS and SKRAJUNAS on the subject 
of political affiliations. These differences possibly originated in 
a mandate given to SKRAJUNAS and AUDRONIS when they left Lithuania . 
to operate a check on D8&8NTS' resistance activities. At the tine 
of embarkation, SKRAJUNAS and AUDRONIS, on the one hand, and DEKSNTS 
on the ether hand, ware already making accusations and counter* 
accusations one Against the other. On landing in Lithuania, AUDRONIS 
immediately left the remainder of the party and made his way lade* 
pendently to Join the TAURAS partisans, while DffiBWB appears to have 
taken up his quarters In KAUNAS. DBKSNYS 1 brief was to organise 
passive reslatanee in Lithuania as opposed to the more violet method 
in favor with the partisans} meanwhile, SKRAJTJNA8 had remained In 
the West and had a link with AUDRONIS by correspondence in innocent 
code* 

2* there is no reason to suppose that at the time of his landing In 
Lithuania, DEK5NY5 was not a perfectly free agent, and the first 
suggestion of his being under control came in a communication from 
AUDRONIS of 22 June 19U9 sent in SI8 S/l to a post box In Sweden* 

This letter referred to the suspicion that DEX8NT8 had fallen into 
the hands of "provocateurs" shortly after AUDRONIS broke contact 
with DESBNYS. The gist of this communication was passed on to 
SKRAJUNAS (who was then in France) by the post box in question* As 
far as is known, however, there was no actual contact between DISKS NTS 
and AUDR0NI8 after they separated* DEES NIB did not, in fact, refer 
to AUDRONIS in Ids messages until January 1951 after the Swedes had 
asked him (in December 19f»0) for news of AUDRONIS. His reply was 
merely to the effect that AUDRONIS had been expelled from the DEKSNTS 
organisation but no date was given for this expulsion* 

3* The operation under which DBKSNTS was infiltrated was a Swedish one 
utilising SIS facilities* Apart from AUDRONIS, DEKBN7S was accompanied 
by a w/r operator known aa "trosiS" who was to transmit to the Swedish 
Service* Included in the party were also one agent due to Join a 
Latvian network and two others to operate in Estonia* DEIS NTS intended 
to organize a direct link with SIS and utilized for this purpose one of 
the W/T sets which he took in with him* This necessitated his recruit* 
lng locally a volunteer to operate the set, and the first message 
received from this channel was in November 1950. No information was 
given by DBKSNTS regarding the identity of this W/T operator known 
under the pseudoiym of "ANTANAS". "A NT ANAS” began with slow and 
defective transmission which Improved progressively, and he went on 
sending messages until the beginning of 1953. 
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hm SKRAJUKAS was Infiltrated Into Lithuania In early October 1950 under 
CIA auspices* Be n> in eommtcatlon with CIA by W/r between 1/6 
Kovsaiber 1950 and 8 December 1950, end be and A1F0KSAS, a team mate, 
sent a certain nuriber of sAf letters b etween 1 Bo writer 1950 and lU 
January 1951* By w/r on 21* November 1950 he east a Massage consist- 
ing of the words* “DEKSHTS in hands of MGB# AUDR0KI8 perished#" 

In hie sfo letter of 1 November 1950 be reported* “DEKSHTS and 
DRIEDIS in hands of BOB* AUDR0H3S perished# 8 Bo anpllftoatlop of 
or Indication as to the origin of the information was 
ever received# According to lnfomation received St a later data 
frost JACK, SKRAJUHAS perished In an aiabush la the Autumn of 1951 When 
be h a d gone to west VASA GAS. There la nothing to gxp la i n the laftit 
of cosauxloaticn frost SKRAJUHAS between January 1951 and the presumed 
date of his lladditiop * his only relevant messages being to the 
effect that his transf 'armor was woridng defectively and that he would 
use his w/r facilities to a lesser degree because the MGB were con- 
ducting searches# 

5* It was decided by S IS in t he Spring of 1952 to infiltrato r W/f 

operator to loin "DHESBSB"# "MUD# was resruited la toe u#K#, trained 
and duly infiltrated in April 1952* He took with him a W/r set# The 
recaption arrangements were in the hands of a Latvian network which 
. later helped "MDCBP to reach Lithuania, where he eventually made con- 
tact with DEBBNYB in June 1952# “MIKE 8 Met a few messages by W/r 
until 13 September 1952, when his set Appears to have br ok e n down# 

He actan&adged signals until IT HoveWber 1952 since when he has bean 
silent# There 1 b evidence, however, that •‘HtKE 8 bed received broad- 
casts up to Decanter 1952# as certain of these broadcasts ware 
aefeMwSsdged by S8KBBIS and replied to through “AHTAHAS"# 

6# DEKSRYS reported by 8Af in Segteribsr 1952 that ha was setting up 
*00818* independent ly fbr continuing Mft contact with toe Swedes 
at his own discretion# On 22»2Z* January 1953# *U0SIS n sent messages 
Which# while denouncing DEKSHXS as an iapostor who was spending 
operational aoney for his own benefit# launched Into a pro^kmst 
tirade owi ng the i tiiTMsoloinf aodorsd currently la Soviet pro paganda 
broadcasts# Since that data# no news whatever has been received from 
DEKSNXS or froa any pexsona connected with hie organisation#

dissensions among Lithuanian resistance leaders and provoke further ones, 
in spite of the unfortunate attempts of DEKSMXS to discredit resistance 
workers, such as ADBROKIS and SKRAJUHAS, there Is evidence that toward 
the end of 1552 he did endeavor to preach union between the different 
" factions* DEKSEBB in his traffic could justifiably to accused of 
complicating the situation in regard to the unantaAty of Lithuanian 
resistance, but no very dear picture emerge of a consistent enemy 
plea of disruption. While the SIS delegate suggests that the Lithuanian 
emigre organisations require very little outside aid to fan the flames 
of their internecine conflicts, the CIA delegate makes the reservation 
that the Russians hod every interest in controlling an infiltrated 
network not orily to widen the broach between rival Lithuanian groups 
but to learn of future Western operational plans, and possibly to 

? rovoks the disclosure of information regarding parallel networks 
a the field. 

6* Careful examination has also toon given to the suggestion by AUDRQNIS. 
and the accusation by SKRAJUHAS, that Pgt SBIB was is BGB hands in 1&9 
or 1550* The suggestion made by ATJTKONIS in June 19b9 is not a con- 
clusive one, and unfortunately the short statements node Inter by 
SKRAJUHAS were not substantiated with any detailed evidence* Moreover, 
the SKRAJUHAS traffic broke off suddenly before to could be questioned 
■are closely on this subject by CXA* It is certain that DHffiHXS, 
AUERCKES, and SKRAJUHAS were engaged in a bitter conflict cm the subject 
of polities! loyalties before the first two were Infiltrated* Both CIA 
and SIS consider it regrettable that DBSBHIS should have denied the 
well-proven poS±lotim of AUn^HIS and SKRAJUHAS* On the other hand, 
thlls it is possible that the accusation by SKRAJUHAS that DEKSBIB was 
in MGB hands mey have been a counter-accusation due to politloai fool- 
ing, there is no available evidence to stqjport this theory* 

7* Appendix 0 which is attached givee a historical survey of the careers 
' 7 . of both AUDRONIS and SKRAJUHAS as coordinated from SIS and CIA records* 
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APPENDIX A to CHAPTER 2 

POINTS IN FAVOUR OF DBKSOTS 

1* Hie infiltration party in Kay 191$ consisted of 6 persons. All of those 
can be accounted for, and contact le still being maintained, as far as we 
knew, between the Swedes and one Latvian and one Estonian to this day* 

2* Before the infiltration of May 15&9, there was as open quarrel between 
D SCOTS and AUDRONIS/fclCBAJUHAS os grounds of political loyalties. Each side 
wae already waking accusations against the otter, and it does not seen uxw 
reasonable to balance the accusation relating to BESSNYS 1 being in M.O.B. 
tends against that relating to alleged faulty resistance credentials hold 
by AtJBROHI8/SKRAJTJKAS , 

3. No details were given by either AUBRONXS or SKRAJUNAS to explain their 
bare statement that DSGSNYS was in H.O.B* hands, nor is there any clue as to 
how they acquired such knowledge* 

U. Although links existed which night have led DSKSfllS to haws knowledge of 
movements in tho DRAMBLY8 group (notably the safe house in Poland used by 
AKDNAS), there is no evidence whatever tb tftow that the M.G.B. did any harm 
v to the BRAMHLIS group as a result of these links* 

5* The recruitment by DBKSIOB of a local volunteer to operate w/T for 8*1*8* 
under his (D13CNZS 1 ) Instructions gave poor results at first, which could 
hardly have served M*0«B* plans, and the subsequent progressive improvement 
took place In a perfectly normal manner. On the other hand, the successful 
infiltration of a trained w/p operator (KIKE) in June 1952 could hardly hove 
been taken proper advantage of by the M.G.B. , as HIKE'S transmissions broke 
down, apparently for technical reasons, in Sept esfcer 1952* 

6* In a S*I.S. telegram of 27*3*52 to DEKSffIS the name was mentioned of a 
little girl of whom he had been very fond during his stay in the West* 

BEK8NYS* reply mentioned the Christian name of the mother of this child, 
and ho signed his message with a boyhood nickname which was known only to 
one of his Ilttesnian friends in the West. 

7* The only suggest ed use that the K«Q.B* could have made of a control of 
DEXBNT8 sad his grap was to pursue a policy of deception with a view to 
splitting Lithuanian resistance still further and to fostering the dissensions 
created within the diffe rent sections of the resistance. Two Q/v letters of 
December 1952, one from DEKSNT5 and another from one of the leading members 
of the LOOTS group, preach unity among the different resistance groups and do 
not fit In at all with the Russian policy referred to above* 

8* The recent betrayal of the Partisans appears to be the work of VAMAGAS , 
who was not eosneotsd with DBKSNYS. Incidentally, the couplets black-out of 
the DEKBNXE organisation dates approximately from the roundup of the 
Partisans* It is possible, therefore, that it was an all-out offensive on 
the part of the M. G. B. Which led to their uncovering DEKBNTS and that he 
was not in their hands before then* 
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9* The messages from U03IS of 22~2U.1«$3 wore clearly S oviat-insplred* 
While they accused DBKSfUS of being an impostor, they did not convey any 
suggestion that ha was controlled* We assume that UOSIS was in a position 
to put the M*G#B. on the track of 0EK8NT8, and it ie notable that the last 
message received from the latter was dated 22*1#53* It does not, therefore, 
eeent unreasonable to place the arrest or liquidation of UEXSNZ3 at sense 
time in January 1953 •

X* DBKSNYB* operation was cosproralfied by a dropped team member, PESSSGKAS, 
who defeated to the Soviets in Stockholm In August 19b9* PE8S1DKAS 
identified DEHBflSS* photograph to the Soviets. 

2* Although DEKSNX8 was to stay only a year it Is difficult to understand 
toy he made no effort to exfiltrate by requesting exfiltration* Instead* 
ha has remained in the area since 19u9 which may be ecassldered a little 
strange for a man who had been most active la the pent and who had gone 
In and out of the area three tiara previously. 

3* SKRAJUKAS end DEKSNT8 did have differences* SKRAJUHAS was not r e tu rn i ng 
to carry on activities against DHEStras but was to reach agreement with 
DBRBBJS* It seems inoredibte that SKRAJUNAB should fabricate the message 
that mam and BRH 2 JIS were In JOB hade and MXmom was dead, singly 
to dlneredlt DERBNXS. While details would be valuable, it should be 
pointed out that the SKRAJUNAS report was not accepted by SIS end that 
no Independent effort seams to have been made to cheek on this report* 
Therefore, It Is dou btful whether a report giving place end date of the 
as oua e d capture of DBBBHXB end ERIHDIS would have been more convincing* 

U* Since DEKSNYB hlmralf passed copies In 1&8 of SKRAJUKAS* resistanoo 
doe u ne n bs (which Inci d entally gave DEKSNSS authorisation to work in the 
resistance* a behalf) the subsequent attempt s of DS25NT5 to discredit 
5KRAJUHAS* credentials with the resistance could fit in W&fch the 24GB 
haptics for creating doubt and confusion as to the real status of a bona 
fide underground neuter like SKRAJUNAS* 

5* DEKSNYB* traffic is most uneatiafsotory* Operational intelligence is, 
looMm. items tbo i ho nsroctirod frost the sm xxtl or 

to his last infiltration was evaluated as good* This information con- 
slstsd of such items as Soviet OB, etc* 

6* Resistance information is lacking* Although briefed to set up a passive 
resistance organisation no lnfoematlae appears to be known Shout his 
frisndS or those eaegrislng his organisation, the TKIff 7* Infbraetion 
is lacking on RAHUNAS, BALKomis an! BUKAS* it is felt that the identity 
of RAMBUS after Ms assumed arrest in March 1951 should have been 
reported* There would be no security risk Involved own the man had 
been arrested* Information exists that BUKAS in 1&7 and 1&6 was in 
hiding as the loader of the Zemaltlja partisans but there ap pear s to be 
no evidence that BUKAS Is really a part of the DEKBNTS organisation, 
apart from the fact that be was a sign at or y of a VKLT 7 letter which 
mo lost an routs in 1950* 

7* Although it Is presumed that IMSMS is in KAUNAS no information exists 
on his location or area of operation* Could DBKBNXS* organisation be 
located if DMSfTXS were to die? 
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8* HERB* a Swedish Iiteuaaxian infiltroe of 1950jteS to go to EBK8JJX8. 

IlSOS wa a reported killed on the star* but It is presumed that DKSN2S 
received the help that HSUS was to bring to hla* Slnee no ind e p e nden t 
information of tide Incident taa£ been received, it is conceivable that 
HSUS vbb captured by the HOB* 

9m It le open to doubt whether a bona fide nan would bssitate ' to reveal the 
identity or cose background Information about hie lccel w/T operator* It 
le true that a nano in itself la of little significance, but it seems 
logical to think that he would inform hie controlling base of his operator* s 
occupation or something other than n trustworthy** 

10* Xt is remarkable that DEXBtiXS* old eat bee been of service to him ffoa 
3SI/9 to 1952 (taking into consideration a possible resupply of crystals) , 
and more smslng that Soviet D/Ping has not picked up his local V/f 
operator who has boon slow at sanding (20 letters, not groups, per minute), 
while HIKE idio was well trained couldnH mate contact because of "tech* 
ideal difficulties" , and although heard, has noticeably disappeared* 

This date is prior to the mass arrests reported in De can te r* What could 
be the safest, most logical way of explaining the noi>-ooG0*mlcetive 
ability of an agent by the HOB than to say that the agent's radio is not 
working, while leaving room for the receipt of messages from the west? 

11* There is no explanation to account for HIKE'S lack of sA* from June to 
January 1953# for it is assumed that HIKE had independent S/l* It would 
be natural for HIKE to wish to sand a greeting if his radio set had 
broken dona to indicate that he was all rteht* 

12* use of a local man would be a clever method of operation and an ideal 
situation for an MOB officer* Since DEKSHXS was required to report some* 
thing to the Swedes via the tJOSIS link, utilisation of a slow operator 
would not recuire great tatailieanoe mhW* 

13* It may well be teat DEKSNX5 sent S fit letters that urged unity* However, 
team letters were sent in late 1952* DHGBHXS in the Swedish traffic 
b r eed s disagreement among tee political groups* Clever Soviet propaganda 
is known to unite and divide j it does not openly divide* 

lb* With regard to mention of a name used by DERBNXS idiom he ms a boy, it 
appears quite natural teat an MSB interrogator would attempt to procure 
cal tee names used by an individual during his life tins* DEKSNXS might 
have given a lot of innocuous information whom interrogated to fill In 
the gaps under pressure of inter r o gat ion* What would be more natural 
than for the Soviets to take a childhood name for authenticity? If tee 
Soviets already had DEKSNXS* picture or® may assume teat they !anew a 
great deal about his activities in Stockholm, including his habits, 
friends, etc* 
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15* Accueafclone against KUBLICKAS by DM8NY8 create suspicion, KIJB1XCKAS 
bad been assessed and proven as a bona fide Individual, Here again 
may we suggest a pattern of confusion, 

1 6, Soon after the KUBUCKAS messages, BEKSKI5 in his massage of January 
10, 1953 requests material support and "considerable financial support" 
although MIKE brought him a sufficient amount of roubles in June 1952*

Being a patriot and wishing to Join in resistance work, he sent out 
a delegate known as "ARtJHAS" on 25 July 1950 In order to endeavor to 
sake contaet with Lithuanian resistance leaders in the Vfsst* AROMAS 
managed to cross the Ilthuanlan-Polish frontier twice clandestinely 
aad was axfUtreted from Poland on his second journey, finally 
reaching the u*K* Re reported on con d i ti ons in Lithuania and wb 
re-lnfiltreted on 19 December 1950 with too w/r operators and acts

dated 26 November 1952, written by EDHUHQAS in sA in his cm code, 
was forwarded to SIS throw# the intermediary of B DRAMBLXS B * The 
letter eaqplained that owing to important D/Plng activities , he had been 
obliged to hold up vA communications ifrbia COBRAD until he could trans- 
fer him to a safer place* Shortly thereafter, DRAHBLTS reported further 
tint he had net EOTONDAS who had delivered to him all the nail, money, 
etc. rant to him by SZS* 

2* FRIER was last on the air on 16 January 1953, when he reported that 
ASTON (who had not been heard of since July 1952) had fallen into MGB 
hands at a (tote presumed by BI S to be between 26 November 1952 and 
the date of PETER'S message* PETER* e message also reported the arrests 
In KAUNAS of several umbers of the "DRAMBLYB" organisation without 
gLvlsg names* 

3* Since PETER'S last message and the emulate subsequent silence of 
"IBAHBHS", three 8/w letters haste been rec eiv ed from SMDAS, The 
first dated 27 January 1953 stated that EmUNDAS had no news of 
“DRAMBLSB® rad his assistant, "fdKHBSB®* He added that B it is 
possible that they have perished or fallen into enemy hands”. He 
referred also to the liquidation of the BDP6 organisation in KAUNASj 
i.e* the ”DRAMBl2tB B group and added that, according to rumors, members 
of several resistance groups not belonging to the sold organisation 
had been arrested Including active resistance members* The second 
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letter dated 19 Kerch 1 953 referred to "ERAHBLIS" and *KBGIHI8 tt as 
having vanished and to news from a "contact man" that "CRAMB13S? 
had certainly been arrested* In each letter KDM0HDAS stated that 
he and CONRAD mare in hiding and had buried their W/T equipment* 

He aiked for advice and help and gave local safe addressee for 
communications* A third letter from EDMUNDAS dated 10 May 1953 
confirmed his previous letters and announced that CONRAD would try 
to start contact from the beginning of June 1953* (hi 9 June 1953 
a w/P message was received from EDMUKDAS via CONRAD stating that he 
bad written three letters and asking if they had been received* 

A letter dated 27 April 1953 has been received from PETER which did 
not reach SIS until 15 June 1953 owing to the departure of the post 
box to a foreign c ount ry and the forwarding of HSTBR 1 * letter to that 
poet box abroad* PETER stated in hie letter that he had lost contact 
with the "DRAMBUS" organization since January 1953 and had heard 
nothing about it since* He had been informed by a "BRAMBLES" courier 
in January 1953 that ANTON and several members of the organization had 
been arrested* After sending a w/r message to this effect, he had 
for security reasons broken contact completely with the "BRAMBlSBf 
organization and was then In hiding at a safe house* He added that 
he was in a position to listen to broadcasts And asked for instructions* 
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chapter 3* ccmaffs 

X* In examining the security of the DRAMBLYS organisation from July 1950, 
whan AfKJHAS was exfiltrated, until jamary 1953 » when EDMUMQA6 wrote 
hie first letter referring to the reported arrest of DRAMBLYS , it is 
necessary to consider known links between the DEKSNYS and the DRAMBLYS 
groups in order to envisage the possibility of the hostile control of 
the fomter having led to the uncovering of the latter* These links 
certainly existed, notably in the common knowledge of a safe-house in 
Poland utilised by AKUNAB, in the use of a dead letter box for deposi- 
ting supplies from base received by one group for the other, and in 
various references in w/T traffic suggesting that each organisation 
was aware of the parallel activities of the other* In view, however, 
of the impossibility of reaching a definite conclusion regarding the 
fate of the DM8NYS organisation prior to Jamary 1953, that of the 
DRAMBLYS organisation must remain equally problematic . There is no 
evidence to show that DRAMBLYS was not a genuine resistance leader 
with a certain number of followers, and nothing in his traffic points 
clearly to M.0«B* control* The first certain evidence of the breaking- 
up of the DRAMBLYS group came with the report of the arrest of ASTON, 
and although it is assumed that this took place between 26*11*52 and 
16*1*53, it is possible that ANTON was captured at an earlier date 
without the knowledge of DRAMBLYS (i*e* some time after his last v/T 
message of 30 July 1952)* 

2* An important gap in W/T traffic from both DEKSNYS and DRAH3LY8 occurred 
at about the same tins, i*e* 

DEKSNYS, between 5*10*52 and 12*12*52 

DRAMBLYS, between 2h.lO*52 and 16*1*53 

Zt will be recalled that MIKE was infiltrated to DEKSNYS in June 1952 
and ESfUNDAS to DRAMBLYS in October-Hoveaber 1952* While this gap in 
the traffic would not explain completely M*0*B* tactics employed with 
the knowledge of MIKE’S infiltration and of the impending arrival of 
E3MJNBAS, the dates are sufficiently significant to merit recording 
in case there should occur later a possibility of checking events in 
the field during the period in question* 

3* The question of the present situation of DRAMBLYS cannot be solved 
without a definite conclusion as to that of EDMUKDAS* 8/W communica- 
tions from the latter Show undeniable suspect features, such as a 
mistake in one security check and an enigmatic confusion of dates in 
one overt text* If M3MUNDA8 wrote his three letters under control, 
hie categoric statement that DRAMBLYS had fallen into M#G.B. hands 
might Indicate that DRAMBLYS had escaped and was in hiding! on the 
other hand, If BBMUNDA8 is a free agent and reporting genuine infor- 
mation, DRAMBLYS must be considered as lost* The survival of PETER 
presents a somewhat similar problem* 
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U« It can serve little purpose at present to speculate on Whether the 
destruction of the BRAMBLTS organisation had any relation to the 
round-up of Partisans reported by JACK in January 1953. There were 
X links between RUGBET8 of the DRAMBLIE organisation and fANAGAS, 
accused by JACK of having betrayed the Partisans, but the beginning 
of the disintegration of the BRAMBLTS group seems to be situated at 
an earlier date* i.e. that of the arrest of ANTON. 

$» To sun up* while there is no positive evidence to show that DRAMBLXS 
and his organisation were in M.G.B. hands before the latter part of 
195>2, it is reasonable to suggest that hostile penetration of some 
level had been successful before the arrest of ANTON. The only hope 
of learning the real facts of the case would be if PETER could be 
ejcfiltrated and Interrogated professionally* 

6* Prom the political point of view* It Is to be regretted that DRAHBLTS 
adopted the appellation B.B.P.S. for his organisation* which has led to 
some confusion with a former organisation bearing the same name* This 
does not suggest* however* that DRAHBLTS deliberately provoked such 
confusion or that his political action ma dictated by the M.G.B. 
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OM#m k. SKRAJUNAS 



1. the early history of SKRAJUNAS is cowered by the chapter oa DBKSNIS* 

It is therefore proposed to deal with his short oareer from the time 
be was reinfiltrated under, (HA auspices in October 1950 until the 
presumed date of his death |a the Autumn 1951 as reported later by 
JACK. SKRAJUNAS was seat on a mission to report on resistance activities 
and eventually to set up an intelligence network* He intended to join 
the Resistance group which had sent him to the West, and he reported f , 
after arrival that he had mads the desired contacts and was installed k'-— 
at L.L.K.S. headquarters and working with the organised active Reals- I \ 

' banco* SKRAJUNAS was accompanied by two w/f operators known as JOHN 
and ALFONSAS* They took in two w/T acts* The container in which one 
of the sets was included was subsequently reported ae lost. All three 
were equipped with B/ti material* SKRAJUNAS east only 11 W/T messages 
and it is supposed that he want off the alrafter 8 December 1950 oa 
account of MOB activity and possibly as a result of a technical break- 
down in his equipment. He and ALFONSAS continued sending S^f messages 
but the last one received was dated lk January 1951* SKRAJUNAS pointed 
out that JOHN was not corresponding by S/A? as he had forgotten his 
security cheek* 

2* No other news was received of SKRAJUNAS until JACK was infiltrated in 
April 1951 and referred in his w/T traffic on $5 June 1951- to news 
that SKRAJUNAS was alive and working at LLKS Headquarters at the 
beginning of February 1951* JACK stated on Ik August 1951 that he 
was making every effort to get in touch with SKRUUNAS* la various 
later messages JACK referred to 8IRAJURA8 and his two operators but 
he finally reported oa 13 October 1952 and 26 November 1952 that 
SKRAJUNAS hndlihg$. killed in September 1951, while ALPONSA 8 perished 
la February 1951* He added that JOHN was alive and was with a partisan 
unit of which he was the leader* 

3* It is agreed that there is a sgrBtorious gap in the career of SKRAJUNAS 
between hie last 8 A? message in Jamary 1951 ami the claim by JACK 
that he did not perish until the autumn of 1951* While the assumed 
death of ALFONSAS and the report that JOHN had forgotten hie security 
check might account for the absence of S/I * communications from these 
two, this would not account far the silence of SKRAJUNAS himself* This 
point will be discussed more fully in the examination of JACK’ 8 traffic 
in Chapter 5« 
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1* In April 1951 CIA infiltrated a team of two men by parachute, HENRI 
and JACK, into Lithuania. They were briefed to report on military 
and political inf ormation as veil as information on the resistance. 

Also they were to organise intelligence nets. HENRI was the leader 
of the team. Both nan ware trained In W/T and were equipped with 
taro V ft sets and ffA? material. The first message received from the 
team was on 15 June 1951 and informed CIA that they had arrived 
safely, had reached their contact point, and had only made contact 
with the partisans cm 8 May. Because of uncertain conditions HENRI 
and JACK separated on 18 Slay 1951 at which time HENRI left to make 
contact with the Partisan Headquarters of the TAORAS region from 
where he hoped to make contact with the LLKS Headquarters. JACK 
reported that contacts between the TAURAS region and the LUS had 
broken down in February 1951. He was remaining in place with a 
partisan detachment. 

2. On 26 June 1951 JACK, who had met SKRAJUNAS in the West, reported 
that in February 1951 SKRAJUNAS was alive and working at LUOS Head, 
quarters, and that the fate of SKRAJUHAS* team matee, JOHN and ALFONBAS, 
was not known definitely. On ll* August he stated he was making every 
effort to get in touch with SKRAJURAS and had sent him a letter through 
contact mem* On 5 August 1951 JACK informed CIA that a contact nan 
arrived with ward that HENRI had been killed and upon request far 
details reported in October 1951 that HENRY had been killed in a 
farmhouse which was surrounded by MOB forces while he was meeting 

with a partisan detachment leader. 

3. JACK continued sending messages answering queries put to him. While 
preparing a reception for a future team he vent off the air in November 
1951. His last W/T contact was 27 November 1951 > and JACK did not 
return on the air again until 6 April 1952. Hejreported that he could 
not maintain contact because of & faulty generator which was still 
acting sporadically. The second generator and"w/T apparatus could 

not be found in the place where JACK and his companion had buried 
it after landing. JACK asked whether CIA had received two letters 
Which he sent in the early and latter parts of December 1951 and a 
third latter in the middle of March 1952. in fact, none of these 
letters were received. Subsequent messages reported that the MGB 
were carrying out heavy round-ups but that he was safe and had moved 
Into a bunker of a partisan detachment chief with his radio. JACK was 
on the air regularly until December 1952. 

U. When pressed to legalise himself he stated he was investigating possi- 
bilities and that one of hie legalised contacts had promised to provide 
various identification and secondary documents through acquaintances 
in KAUNAS. He reported that a considerable amount of money was necessary 
for legalisation and that some of his fellow partisans viewed the idea 

< of legalization negatively whereas others considered it to be abandon- 
ing the common cause. 
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5* On 13 October 1952, JACK stated that after a long time he had been 
successful In ranking contact With the leader of the TAURAS region 
and had mt him personally* During the meeting he learned that * 
SKRAJUHAS had been killed in the Autumn of 1951 and that ALK^SAB 
had been killed in ftfeeuagy 1951* JOHN was alive and leader of a 
partisan unit, but contact had been lost with hia* JACK hoped to 
contact John through the efforts of DEROSAS, the leader of the 
TAD HAS partisans* nmoNAS had eostaot with the USE Headquarters 
and loaders of other TAURAS deteehnsats bat this was cady of Sligut 
effectiveness ainee mmy sweeps ware veer active in the area* The 
partisan leader with \tom JACK was staple was brought into the full 
scope of JACK’S activities, and JACK wee teaching hla W/T at CIA’s 
direction* 

6* When pressed for more information on <!XBAJt9AB , death, JACK reported 
that on the basis of mvmB' Inlbnastian, SKRAJTJKAS was killed in 
September 1951 when he set cut to aeet the loaders of the LLKB, VAHAGAS* 
It appears that ho was a ittoushod by the en*ay patrols tut that t wo of 
bds corpanions managed to escape* JACK reported farther that AUOSSSS’ 
and two other fighters wars found dead in a bunker and that DWONAS 
was of the opinion tint they had been murdered by local inhabitants 
because it Is unusual for the militia to leave behind bodies of 
resistance wen* 

7* The next news received from. JACK was in the fora ofi an 6/U latter 
reporting that the leader of the ELKS Armed Forces had called out 
the TA0HA3 partisans for a parley and had appeared himself at the 
head of a military unit* A battle ensued in which JACK and a friend 
named AZTOIAS wars wounded* Besides these two, the above-omtioned 
partisan leader with whan JACK had bean staying and a few others 
managed to escape * 

8* Two further letters Aran the partisan le a der in question, both dated 
13 January 1953 gave particulars of the treason of the LIKE Presidium 
ssssbers, VANAOAS, ZSfAXTIS, LXTAE, and IBRABUB, who had bean under 
enaty control for sons tins* The writer added that a certain mafcer 
of TADRAS partisans managed to braak through the tmcirolenent but 
that many of the survivors were either finished off or betrayed by 
the local inhabitants* The second latter from the partisan l«adw 
reported that AZOOtAS died from lories and of the entire dstachwant 
he and JACK were the only survivors* JACK’S wound was festering* and 
the letter contained an urgent request for penicillin and money to 
buy food since it was dangerous to apply t o the local farmers. 
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comments 



1* / On examination of JACK 1 a career since infiltration, both the SIS and 
/ CIA delegates have expressed the opinion that Iron examination of 
/ JACK'S V/f and SA? traffic there is no clear evidence that would 
[ indicate that JACK has not been hitherto a free agent* It has been 
pointed out that one of the security cnecks given him Ibr his w/F 
traffic has been answered correctly and those of his sA letters 
have contained the correct security checkB* However* at the earn 
tine the CIA delegate haul signalled the following points which a ay 
tend cumulatively to indicate a possibility of JACK'S having been 
under control. These points are as follows i 

a. JACK was landed in April 1951 but did not make contact with the 
base until 15 June 1951* 

b. JACK, in a message sent cm 10 September 1951# asked for one of 
two reinforcements to aid him in propaganda activities although 
he had been opposed before infiltration to carrying out such 
activity in Lithuania for security reasons. He suggested in 
this message a nan whom he indicated by a pseudonym which turned 
out upon investigation to be possibly that of JACK himself. 

However, there is room for speculation, in this matter, for if 
JACK really wanted to drew the base's attention to this individual, 
the use of his own pseudonym known only to the latter may have been 
his only means of pinpointing the said individual. 

c* In November 1951 and in April 195? CIA sent two w/T messages 
to JACK containing a security check* On each occasion, JACK, 
somewhat contrary to his habit, asked for a repeat of the message, 
and he did not later answer the check. However, there is some 
doubt as to whether the check was contained in the repeating 
messages. 

d. One of the LLKS Presidium members mentioned in the letter 
of 13 January 1953# namely ZEMAITIS, has a record with CIA which 
indicates that it would be unlikely that ZEMAITIS would take 
part in the betrayal of the Partisans* 

e. The statement in the ears® letter of 13 January 1953 to the effect 
that Partisans ware "finished off” or betrayed to toe ©neay by 
local inhabitants is not considered consistent with information 
received previously on the attitude of the Lithuanian rural • 
population, and the statement by JACK in hlo W/T message of 
9 December 1952 that local inhabitants may have killed ALF0NSA8 
and two other partisans in their bunker might be viewed with 
similar skepticism. 



These points have been discussed between the SIS and CIA delegates* 
While the SIS delegate does not wish to rule out the possibility 
that JACK is. at least at present, under control, he does not 
consider that these points constitute a sufficient mass of evidence 
to place JACK under very crave suspicion* Notably, as regards 
Point B. he does not take it to be out of the question that 
Lithuanian peasants sympathetic to the Soviets would refrain 
from aiding the latter against Partisans Who had possibly aade 
armed attacks against flowe r the CIA delegate agrees with this 
reasoning on point e, and there is general ag ree men t that JACK'S 
present situation cannot be cleared up on available evidence* 

The considerable mystery surrounding the security aspect of the 
Partisan organisation could be dispelled only If it nec&sse possible 

to exfiltrate jack and to submit- him to a comprehensive examination* 
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1* The security of each of the networks examined has been discussed under 
their respective chapters, and It is agreed that the three which were 
apparently active at the aid of 1952 became seriously conpromiaed and 
at least completely disorganised by January 1953* Whether this state 
of affairs resulted entirely from the large-scale round-up of the 
Partisans by the M*CUB* as reported by JACK and EDKURDAS, or me brought 
about partly through other means remains an unsolved problem, but it is 
plausible that a general co-ordinated K.O.B. offensive against all 
Resistance networks in Lithuania took place in Deeenber 1952 - January 
1953 with the object of smashing thorn networks effectively, thus 
cutting off all coamunieation between them and their Western controllers* 
That there should have been a few dispersed survivors me only to be 
capeeted and three of these have already sent messages!

These messages «or*. be considered as a possible M*G*B« operation to 
leave correspondence channels open with a view to le a rn i n g whether the 
Western Services have any further plans for re-establishing networks 
in Lithuania, and although the evidence In support of this theory cannot 
be regarded as conclusive, a period of observation Airing which only 
strictly non-committal communication* to the field is recommended* It 
would also be helpful for the clarification of the future situation in 
Lithuania if 8*I*S# and G#X*A* continued to exchange inforaatlon on all 
davsiopaaaita regarding these putative survivors* 

2* The intrusion of political controversy among emigre groups Into these 
field operations is greatly to be deplored, as it has tented to obscure 
the issue in the course of this joint enquiry into the security situation* 
Both C«I*A* and S.I.S* delegates have endeavoured to remain completely 
objective as to the merits of the different groups and individuals 
involved in these controversies , but it is recommended that in future 
the two services should combine to keep all operational details completely 
secret from emigre organisations. Although so evidence in the past of 
leakage of such details to the enesy has ever been established, any 
leakage ttf persons outside of the two Services must be considered as 
potentially dangerousit Is realised that agents for infiltration and 
eadSltratioa can be recruited on ideological grounds only and may 
naturally resent being cut off from their political friends during 
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periods of training or of awaiting the launching of their operations* 
It is felt, however, that an attempt to persuade both agents and 
emigre organisations that security measures are aimed at preserving 
the personal safety of the former and the eventual progress of the 
latter is well worth attempting as a systematic programme.
